Said to Have Run Away from School! 
\ to Find Mother in Paris. 


A report. reached this city from Ral- 
heigh, N. C., last night ‘that Gibbs Mans- 
field, son of-the late Richard Mansfield, 
had run away from Choate’s Schog! at 
Wallingford, Conn., ana was endeavor- 
ing. to make his way to Paris to join his 
mother. Young Mansfield is 14 y, 
old. It -was said that the school authori- 
ties were unable to, find'any trace of 
Him. He has been missing for two 
weeks. 

The news of the boy’s disappearance 
from Wallingford, according to the Ral- 
elgh report, reachéd that city, from 
New York, probably through the efforts 
of the boy’s friends to find him: It was 
said that he left. a note at the school 
denouncing his schoolmates as traitors 
and assailing the school authorities.

NOT GOETHALS’S AMBITION, . 


Wanted to Head West Point, Friend 
Said—*“Beneficent Tyrant” 


“The life ambition of Cel, George W, 
Goethals has been to return some day 
to West Point'as the Superintendent 
of the Military Academy, from which 
he was. graduated with second highest 
honors in June, 1680. West Point has 
always held a deep and abiding place 
in Goethals’s affections, and I knew 
~whereof I speak when I say to return 
there as the Academy’s head has been 
the cherished ambition of his entire 
‘army career.’’ 

This was the statement made recently 
by one of the highest ranking offi- 
cers of the United Stetes Army, like 
Goethals @ West Pointer, end re- 
cently designated by the War Depart- 
ment as the commanding officer eof one 
of the most important division assign- 
ments im the gift of the War Depart- 
ment. The statement was in reply to a 
question whether this officer thought 
Col. Goethals could be persuaded | to ac- 
cept the Police Commi of 
New York. 

Col. Goethals succeeded John. L. Ste- 
vens, the last civilian chief engineer, as 
Chief Engineer. of the. Panama Canal 
and President of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, in April, °1910, and from 
that day to this his sway in the Canal 
Zone has been undisputed. He hasbeen 
what has been termed a “ beneficent 
tyrant,’’ settling all disputed questions, 
from those involving matters of the high- 
est engineering importance to the little 
personal squabbles of the humblest of 
the canal employes. 

At Empire. which was the headquar- 
ters of the late Lieut. Cel, David Du B. 
Gaillard, there is a barnlike structure 
where each Sunday morning Col. Goe- 
thals holds his now famous court. In 
this old building there is one room a 
great deal larger than any of the oth- 
ers, and in the centre is an old and 
much used desk. The room is Goethals’s: 
court, and the old desk thé bench from 
behind which he dispenses justice. 

The way Goethals conducted that 
court and the great success he achieved 
as @ good and kind judge may indicate 
the ‘kind of a Commissioner he will be 
in the event Washington does not sue- 
ceed in persuading him to remain on 
the Isthmus. 

Every Sunday anhealnes when Goethals 
was oot in the “ States" he was-at. hig 
desk hy 8 o'clock. Outside were the 
plaintiffs and defendants and petition- 
ers. One by one they were ushered 
into the presence of the “ beneficent 
tyrant.” Goethals, ysually smoking a 
cigarette, istened patiently to the tales 
of woe that were narrated by “‘ the men 
behind the shovels.” ‘When his decision 
was adverge it was given in such a 
way as to save the man’s pride and at 
the same time to show him that any 
other ruling “would have been impos- 
sible. 

A, few weeks ago ex-President Taft, 
speaking at the Ohio Society dinner, 
told how Col. Goethals came/to be ap- 
peinted chief engineer of the Panama 
Canal, Cok \Koowevelt, then President; 
Mr. Taft said, had grown tired of the

Haven Road? ’’ last night at.a din- 
ner given in his honor at the Biltmore 
Hotel by John A. Sleicher, editor of Les- 
lie’s Weekly. He professed to be an- 
Swering the question only ‘in part,’’ 
but he devoted much time to his sub- 
}Ject, giving many facts and figures to 
support his statements, and he conclud- 
ed with an outline of the New Haven’s 
future policy. 

** The New Haven Road,’’ said Mr. El- 
Mott, ‘is suffering from certain causes

DEFENDS. CITY BUILDING.’ 
Borough President Says ‘Faults 
Have Been Overestimated. 


Borough President Marcus M. Marks 
vigorously defended the arrangements of 
the new Municipal Building yesterday, 
and said that its critics had greatly over- 
estimatesd its faults. The public, he 
said, might suppose from recent criti- 
cism that the pbuilding was a white ele- 
phant.on the hands of the city. From 
the -efficiency viewpoint, he said, the 
housing of all — departments under 
one roof was most admirable. He said: 
““With all city departments central- 
ized in the Municipal Building, with a 
great municipal switchboard, it will be 
possible to-get immediate and accurate 
connections in an instant without cost 
to the city, except for the salaries of 
the telephone operators. At present tel- 
ephene connections outside of the inter- 
mural system cost the city at least 
3 cents a call, which amounts to u- 
sands of dollars each year. 

“There are many other économies 
which .will become possible as time goes 
on. There will be an enormous saving 
of the rent now id to private owners 
of buildings for office space used by the 
city. This will amount.in round figures 
to not less than the first year. 
If we reckon at a fair figure per square

These conditions would evi- 
dently involve changes in existing 
laws that it might be difficult or im- 
possible to secure. But even if the 
conditions could be met, and although 
our need is great, we.think New 
York should not ask Col. GorTHALs 
to-be its Police Commissioner, nor 
should he accept the place if tendered. 
The country would be best pleased, 
it would be best served, if he should 
hold the chief post of administration 
on the Isthmus after the canal has 
been finished and in operation. That 
would be fitting and seemly. 

The story about the Police Com- 
missionership, we are sorry to say, 
comes in some measure as a con- 
firmation of disquieting rumors about 
the friction on the Isthmus, differences 
which, whether dué to political inter- 
ference or to any other causes, would 
be quieted at far too great a cost by 
the retirement of the man whose 
genius, whose great’ power of organ- 
ization, whose indefatigable labors, 
have brought the carfial so near to 
completion. 








FINANCIAL POLITICS AND PO- 
LITICAL ECONOMICS. 

The payment in full for the $51,000,- 
000 of New York State bonds on the 
day after the award is as unusual and 
remarkable as anything connected 
with this memorable financial trans- 
action. The ordinary course has been 
for successful bidders. who wished ‘to 
sell their award, or any part, to sell 
the temporary certificates, and let the 
buyers pay for ‘the bonds.. This syn- 
dicate took up the bonds and sold 
them. ali the next day, on which day 
their own check passed. Necessarily, 
the buyers’ checks will be paid to 
those from whom they buy and re- 
ceive the bonds. Thus the transac- 
tion will be formal and of record. It 
is not to be doubted that several sim- 
ilar syndicates could have been or- 
ganized ‘so fafas financial resources 
go. |, Ve 

This operation would have been 
possible nowhere else in the United 
States. Nobody would dream of is- 
suing a $51,000,000 loan in any other 
city, because there is no other city 
where the bonds could be bought and 
paid for. This will be the fact even 
under the Federal reserve system. It: 
will do all that is rightly to be ex- 
pected of it if it shall facilitate the 
transaction of business in normal and 
accustomed channels. But it is being 
Organized on a theory of giving credit 
with subordinate attention to assets 
and capacity by a reapportionment of 
banking facilities. The hearings 
throughout the country show that all 
localities. ask for more banking facil- 
ities than they need or can support, 
In order.to meet this desire it is pro- 
poséd that New York shall be pro- 
vided with facilities less than it 
needs. The fact that New York has 
the trade to support ‘the banks, and 
the banks to support the trade, is 
offensive’ to localities which think 
| they would have the trade if, they 
were/supplied ‘with the banks by leg- 
islation --decentralizing New York’s 
resources. ’

Federal bank, and which would over- 
shadow it both locally and abroad. 

No doubt the Federal reserve sys- 
tem could be worked with Boston as 
its chief centre, if Boston is content 
with the name'and allows New York 
the game. It is easy to imagine that 
Boston would need New York capital 
for its:bank, dnd ‘that deficiencies in 
the mail and cable services could be 
borne with, or perhaps overcome. All 
things are possible, but not all things 
are expedient. Certainly it is better 
that the Federal system shall be or- 
ganized so as to deserve the suppért 
of the financial institutions of New 
York ‘and accommodate its business. 
In the words of Dr. Rresszr, spoken 
in. New York, but addressed. without 
doubt to Washington and the country 
at large: 

A bahking law is doomed to failure 
if it gives‘ any power in..any im- 
portant part of the management to 
politics: or to leaders in politics, who 
generally lack banking experience. 
We are convinced that all banking 
legislation must in the long run suffer 
shipwreck if, perhaps with an eye on 
popular currents, it excludes the ex- 
pett elements from the management 
of the central note bank. j 

It is in defiance of this sentiment 
that Congress has refused to the 
country ‘any central note bank, or 
perhaps has given it in an obscure 
and imperfect form, with an organi- 
zation ‘weakened in the centre and 
overdeveloped in the country—like 
@ man with limbs stronger than his 
heart can support. Surely this is an 
aindesirable démonstration of finan- 
cial politics where there should be no 
politics, and of political economics, 
which is merely a phrase, for there 
can be no such thing. 








MR. BRYAN’S GOOD ADVICE. 

The effort of the Secretary of State 
to stop the public ceremony, in Ar- 
lington Cemetery next month, in honor 
of the victims of the Maine disaster 
was made. with a good purpose which 
deserves commendation. The. nation 
is not likely to forget the blowing up 
of the Maine in Havana Harbor six- 
teen. -years ago; the memory of the 
heroes who then perished has been 
publicly and officially honored many 
times.

RAILROAD WIRELESS. 

The transmission of gréetings and 
information over long distances from 
rapidly moving railroad trains: is the. 
latest achievement of the Marconi 
wireless telegraph. The first com- 


plete wireless dispatch of this kind 


was received by THE New Yorke 
Times Thursday from a train. travel- 
ing at the rate of 64 miles an. hour. 
The distance was .125 nifles. The 
time of transmission was six miriutes, 
and this included. relays at: Scran- 
ton and at a wireless station in 
this city. The same day, on the same 
train of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western Railway, thirty messages 
were sent to distant points and many 
were received. Theré were no delays. 
Railroad wireless, after much exper- 
imenting, is now an established’ fact. 
This will lead to the’ building of 
stations for the wireless service along 
the lines of the’ great railways, and 
presehtly all the fast through trains 
will -be equippéd with wireless ap- 
paratus so that passengers may keep 
in touch with their business and their 
homes while traveling. Of course we 
cannot even pretend to be astonished 
by this further development of a 
means of -human .. communication 
‘which was beyond our wildest _argams 
a few years ago, . The marvels of’ 
midocean wireless have prepared us’ 
for any later developments of the 
service. This further proof of the 
annihilation of space and time in- 
spires only a cold note of comment.

These statements are, of 
course, true as regards any particular 
episode of the kind after it has taken 
place, but Mr. Tart boldly asserted: that 
the continuance of this situation was 
due, not to a conveniently assumed im- 
possibility, constitutional or other, of 
changing it, but simply ‘to the Govern- 
ment’s failure to take into its own hands 
a@ matter in no way different from many 
others with which it long since assumed 
the power to deal effectively. 

As. explanation of. this -failure, Mr. 
Tart said that it gave timorous states- 
men an opportunity to pose as scrupu- 
lously. respectfil of “‘State rights,” 
and so to distract attention from the 
numerous instances in which they have 
ignored or restricted those. rights and 
substituted-for them a centralized power. 
That the Government did not undértake 
the protection of aliens from mobs and 
did not attempt to punish their assail- 
ants he ascribed to the political insig- 
hificance of the sufferers. 

This, to be sure, is a miserable excuse 
for neglecting what Mr. Tarr very prop- 
‘erly -described: as a national duty, and 
he advised its immediate performance 
by President Witson.

BIG AUTOMOBILE EXPORTS. 


$40,000,000 Last Year, as Compared 
with $2,000,000 Ten Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Jen. 23.—The grow- 
ing popularity of American .automobiles 
in. foreign countries is evidenced by the 
fact that exports of motor cars have in- 
creased twenty times within a decade,

Rise Carried Further— Cash 
Inflow Still Large— Many 
Security Issues Awaited. 


Some let-up occurred yesterday in the 
trading in stocks as wejl as in bonds, 
but prices. continue to advance de- 
spite large profit taking sales and in 
the. final. hour of the session aggres- 
sive strength was shown in several is- 
sues, including Southern Pacific and 
Baltimore. & Ohio. The stock market 
after thd very slight reaction at the 
close of last week has advanced for five 
consecutive days and during that period 
the. general level of prices has shown 
a net gain of about 2% points. The 
stock market. has been reflecting in 
highly interesting manner the change 
for the better which we’have seen going 
on all around us but it is noteworthy 
that in banking circles the greater 
stress is being laid upon the improve- 
ment in the bond market which means 
s0 much for corporations which have 
need of appealing to the capital market. 

It is most probable that a considerable 
number of companies encouraged by the 
strength of the present bond demand 


| will shortly be offering new issues to 


the public, Doubtless more would al- 
ready be doing so were it not for the 
fact that financial plans for some time 
past in preparation by a number of im- 
portant railway systems have not yet 
been completed. A half dozen railroads 
were mentioned by bankers yesterday 
as having security issues in preparation, 
some of which have still to be sanctioned 
by railroad commissions. 

The cash movement in favor of the 
banks of this city has been so pro- 
nounced that yesterday’s estimates of 
the net gain for the week ran up to 
$20,000,000, and even to a little above 
that figure. It was very largely be- 
cause of the great gain in cash which 
the banks have recently made that the 
heavy demands which had to be met 
yesterday in connection with the pay- 
ments made to the State of New York 
for the $51,000,000: of bonds sold on 
Wednesday caused not the slightest 
hardening of money rates. On the con- 
trary call loans renewed at 1% per cent. 
for the first time since the decline in 


rates set in, a lower figure than was}: 


recorded at any time last year. Pre- 
sumably the loan account in to-day’s 
bank statement will reflect this im- 
portant financing but with so farge a 
surplus reserve as the banks have lately 
had the competition’ in the call loan 
market is. rather among the lenders 
than among the borrowers. 

The Jan. 15 car figures of the Ameri- 
can Railway Association showed that 
the decline in the demand for freight 
car. which was under way in December 
continued during the first two weeks 
of this year. The decline was greatest 
in coal cars, a fact which is of course 
closely connected with the mildness 
which the Winter showed up to a very 
recent date. There is, of Course, a re- 
lation between this decline in the de- 
mand for freight cars and ‘the. move- 
ment. which has lately been experienced 
in the money market. Recognition of 
this fact calls, of course, for a differ- 
entiation, in guaging the present money 
market position, between. the increase 
in the supply of commercial,money and 
the increase in the supply of capital 


for permanent investment. : It is .clear 
that ..both..-have. increased, --but. .un- 
quéstionably the recent release of a 
large amount of money from trade has 
contributed in a very important manner 
to the rapid fall in money rates... The 
December statement of agricultural ex- 
ports shows.a_ falling off compared 
with a year ago, which suggests that 
the full foreign trade statement for De- 
cember will report a somewhat reduced 
credit trade balance. For the twelve 
months, however, agricultural exports 
exceeded all previous records.

NEW RULES FOR RESERVES. 


Van Tuyl Commission Suggests 
Changes—Wants More Time. 


The Van Tuyl , Commission, to revise 
the State banking. laws, advised yester- 
day with Senator Pollock, Chairmar 
of the Committee on Banks, and it was 
arranged that he should introduce a res- 
olution in the upper house at Albany 
extending from Feb. 1 to March 1 the 
time within which the commission is 
required to report.
